TAKE FROST LINE 


Chicago and Milwaukee Elec- 
tric Able to Stay Out of 
Court Less than One 

Month. 


BEFORE FEDERAL JUDGE. 


Canadian Bank Failure Blamed 
for Inability to Carry Out 
Compromise with 
Creditors. 


The Chicago and Milwaukee Electric rail- 
road company for the second time within a 
month went into the hands of receivers yes- 
terday. This time it is a friendly receiver- 
ship in the court of United States Judge 
Grosscup instead of the unfriendly affair in 
State Judge Tuthill’s court a few weeks ago. 

A. C.. Frost & Co., the concern formed by 
the president of the railway to finance its 
construction, also was placed in a receiver- 
ship. 

Upon allegations that the railroad is finan- 
clally embarrassed and cannot raise suffi- 
cient money to complete its line into Milwau- 


kee, Judge Grosscup was asked late in the 


afternoon to appoint receivers. 

For the railway the court appointed W. 
Irving Osborne, vice president of the Central 
Trust company; D. B. Hanna, vice president 
of the Canadian Northern Railway, Toronto, 
Can., and Albert C. Frost, president of the 
Chicago ahd Milwaukee Electric railroad 
company. As receiver for A. C. Frost & Co. 
the court appointed George M. Seward, a 
broker who formerly was secretary of the 
railway company. 


J. H. Gilbert’s Claim Unsatisfied. 

It came out during the evening that the 
road has been unable to satisfy the most 
pressing claims of the clients represented by 
Attorney Edgar B. Tolman in the receiver- 
ship proceedings instituted before Judge 
Tuthill on Dec. 81. Maj. Tolman took the 
action on the behalf of the holders of claims 
against the road totaling $500,000. In the 
conferences which followed, however, he 
pressed only the $250,000 claim of James M. 
Gilbert, president of the Metropolitan Trust 
and Savings bank for money loaned. 

At the conclusion of the two days of nego- 
tiations it was arranged that a payment of 
$50,000 would be made to the Metropolitan 
bank. The money was to be raised by a few 
financiers interested in smoothing over the 
difficulty. It also was promised that the 
road would pay Gilbert $10,000 a week until 
the whole claim was satisfied. It now leaks 
out that the financiers aforesaid failed to 
raise the pool of 350,000. Up to date the road 
has paid only $12,000 of the Gilbert claim.

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The embarrassment of the company’s 
finances is said to be due primarily to the

‘At \the time the receivership in Judge Tut- 


hill’s court was dissolved by a compromjse 
the Canadian bankers undertook to sell an 
issue of $250,000 bonds, the proceeds of which 
were to be used in completing the construc- 
tion of the road into Milwaukee. When the 
Sovereign bank, which was the principal Ca- 
nadian interest in the road, went under, it 
was found impossible to raise the money. 

In other quarters also Presidént Frost 
found it impossible to sell the company’s 
bonds. He says it is because investors were 
frightened by the charges growing out of the 
Tuthill receivership. It therefore was de- 
cided to put the road in the hands of recelv- 
ers, who will issue receivers’ certificates to 
the amount needed to complete the line. 


Liabilities $15,500,000. 

The liabilities of the road total about 
$15,500,000. There is an issue of $10,000,000 
bonds on the Wisconsin division and $5,000,- 
000 on the Lilinois end of the line. Then there 
is a floating debt of $500,000. Frost asserts 
that the assets, which are the road and its 
equipment, represent more than the Mabili- 
ties. The receivers will take an inventory 
of the properties at once. 

Whether complications will result from 
the new receivership almost on the heels 
of the dissolution of the former one is a 
matter of speculation. In the compromise 
as a result of which Judge Tuthilf vacated 
the state receivership, Charles G. Dawes 
was appointed to look into the charges of 
irregularity in the financing of the road. It 
appears that the books of the corporation 
have not been produced and that Mr. Dawes 
has been given no opportunity to make his 
investigation. The appointment as receiver 
of Vice President Osborne of the Central 
Trust company, of which Mr. Dawes is pres- 
ident, is regarded, however, as an earnest 
of the carrying out of this agreement in ef- 
fect. Mr. Osborne will represent Mr. Dawes 
and other banking interests involved in the 
situation. 

The receivership was quietly arranged late 
in the afternoon in Judge Grosscup's court. 
The bill was filed and accommodatingly sup- 
pressed by the clerk of the court and then 
the judge named the receivers. 


* 
Court Acts on Four Suits. 

There were four suits—one at law and 
three in equity. The first was a Judgment 
taken by Otto R. Hansen of Milwaukee 
against the Chicago and Milwaukee Electric 
railroad company of Illinois or a note for 
$10,000. This judgment was taken after a 
trial in which jury was waived. 

Upon this judgment a bill was founded 
asking for a receiver of the defendant rail- 
road upon allegations of insolvency. The bill 
was answered, by the defendant railroad 
company, and the three receivers were ap- 
pointed with leave to file bonds in the sum 
of $50,000 in five days. 

A bill was also filed by the Sovereign Bank 
of Canada against the Chicago and Milwau- 
kee Electric railroad company of Wisconsin 
upon a note of $16,000. The bill alleged in- 
solvency. The order was entered by the 
court appointing the same receivers. 

A bill was also filed by Ball brothers of the 
Glass Manufacturing company, Muncie, Ind., 
against A. C. Frost & Co. based upon a note 
for $50,000. This bill alleged that A. C. 
Frost & Co. was solvent; that he had been 
engaged in constructing and financing rall- 
road enterprises, and that the recent finan- 
cial stringency had made it impossible for 
him to market his securities advantageously , 
and that to conserve his financial interests it 
was necessary that a receiver be appointed. 


Receivers Take Possession. 

The receivers were notified immediately 
of their appointment, and arranged to give 
their bonds and take formal possession of 
the properties today. President Frost spent 
the evening in the office of the road, in the 
Stock Exchange building, as did Receiver

Attack Made on Brennan’s Sa- 
loon, 6310 Cottage Grove. 


AS USUAL, FIND NO CLEWS. 


Many Are Frightened at the Loud Re- 
port Heard for Blocks Around. 


Bomb No. 15 exploded last night in the 
rear of the saloon and gambling house of 
Edward F. Brennan, 6310 Cottage Grove 
avenue. A hole was torn in the roof a little 
over a foot square and windows were broken 
in the adjoining houses, but the damage 
did not amount to over $50. No one was 
hurt. 

It is believed by the police that a charge 
of blasting powder instead of dynamite was 
used by the perpetrator. A small bag of 
powder was found in the yard south of 
Brennan’s. In the previous explosions about 
the city dynamite bombs have been used. 

More than the usual mystery is concerned 
in this attack on Brennan. He declares 
there has been no gambling in his place dur- 
ing the Busse administration, although he 
was arrested more than once when Edward 
F. Dunne was mayor. He says he is ata 
loss to understand the attack on him, and 
believes that the act was that of an insane 
person. 


Saloon Crowded at the Time. 

The explosion occurred at 7:10 o'clock 
when the saloon was crowded with men. 
Over the barroom is another story which up 
to a short time ago was occupied as a chop 
suey restaurant, but which now is vacant. 
The billiard hall in tne rear is a one story 
frame structure. In the middle of the hall 
where the roof joins the south wall the hole 
was made. 

Two men were in the hall at the time of the 
explosion. Thomas Soden, an old man, por- 
ter of the hall. was sitting directly beneath 
of the shattered window, but was unharmed 
Another man, who was unknown, was seated 
nearby. After the explosion he could not 
be found. The police believe he may have 
been an accomplice. 

A slight trace of the identity of the man 
who placed the explostve on the roof of the 
building was gained by the police from per- 
sons in the neighborhood, who declare they 
saw a man running down the alley in the 
rear of the hall south to Sixty-fourth street. 
They said he was short of stature and wore 
a black derby hat. 


Police Hear Soden’s Story. 


Soden, the porter, told the police that a 
few minutes before the explosion occurred he 
heard the noise of some one scrambling over 
the fence in the yard on the south. He said 
he thought a man was climbing a fence, but 
that he paid no attention to it. A search for 
a possible clew resulted only in the finding 
of the bag of powder. 

Between Brennan's place and the building 
on the south is a narrow passageway which 
leads from the two buildings to the alley in 
the rear. The passageway is less than thirty 
feet long. The police believe the man en- 
tered from the alley and climbed the fence, 
the top of which is only a few feet from the 
roof of the billiard hall. By standing on the 
fence they believe he could easily have tossed 
the explosive on to the roof of the billiard 
hall and made his escape. The alley is un- 
frequented and dark. 

The explosion was heard for three-quarters 
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2 mile, and crowds of persons were at- 
racted to the scene by the report. The 
patrons of the saloon were thrown into such 
confusion by the report that they made no 
effort to look for the perpetrator. Brennan 
was not in his saloon at the time.

Says Discipline Is Lax. 

Pettis avers that because of the lax con- 
trol of the principal over the pupile and the 
bufiding decorum is at a low point and there 
have been instances’ of vulgarity and im- 


morality. 

Young Pettis was a pupil of Miss Rich- 
mond, a teacher in one of the upper grades 
of the school, and among his studies was 
algebra. Jan. 15, it is asserted, Miss Ripple 
made vain efforts for half an hour to eluci- 
date the principles of the study, and as she. 
progressed she became less and less com- 
prehensive, and finally failed to maintain 
the interest of the scholars, and they became 
unable to understand her lax and careless 
explanations.”’

“She is easily nettled by unimportant and 
small diversions to which small children of 
tender years are inclined; she seems to de- 
light in twisting the conduct of the innocent 
into enormous breaches of discipline, telling 
the scholars that they, or some of them, 
have been guilty of misdemeanors or other

Hill Wants All the Truth. 


Representative Hill, who is considered one 
of the most conscientious members of the 
assembly, declined to discuss the ultimate 
recommendations of the committee. He said 
the matter was one so serious that he must 
refuse to speak until the entire truth is 
known. It was learned, however, that the 
committee has discussed the foregoing tenta- 
tive recommendations and has sent to other 
states for information concerning the prae- 
tical operation of systems in vogue.

Entire System Must Be Changed.

Thousands of dollars are wasted annually 
im the purchase of supplies by the individual 
institutions. Great economies would ve 
achieved by the central purchase and dis- 
tribution of supplies by a bureau organized 


kor this purpose, the contracts being let by 


competitive bid. 

At the present scale of pay it is found im- 
possible to get desirable and efficient men 
and women for attendants. A male attend- 
ant gets from $25 to $40 a month and board, 
while a woman gets an average of and 
board. The civil service board has suc- 
ceeded in weeding out most of the“ hospital 
tramps” who travel the round of the insti- 
futions working as attendants as long as 
they are tolerated and then move on to a 
fresh field. But at this it is contended that 
the pay must be raised to get efficient serv- 
ice.

There was immediate war, and Gov. Deneen 
was dragged into it, backing the board of 
charities and hinting that a special session 
would be called if the legislature did not do 
justice to the institutions. Finally a com- 
promise was reached by which a part of the 
gum which had been stricken out was put 
baek—about a third of it. Gov. Deneen then 
vetoed the Bartonville appropriation for 
new cottages, and the state board announced 
that it had been given enough money to make 
a start in its program of rehabilitation. 


Dr. Hirsch Makes More Charges. 

Dr. Hirsch in the afterndon called attention 
to the whipping of inmates of the St. Charles 
echool for delinquent boys. He said in part: 

The superintendent of this institution, C. 

Hart. openly admits to the board that 
in extreme cases he administers corporal 
to the inmates. This is a 
quesi pena! institution and he may have some 
bad boys to deal with, but the board has 
told him that it does not approve this pro- 
cedure. 

At Chester, in the asylum for insane 
eriminals, the conditions are atrocious and 
shocking. The buildings are old and di- 
lapidated, and have been utterly condemned 
by the board to the governor. If new build- 

are not erected at the same time the 
new penitentiary is built, the failure will be 
an everlasting disgrace to the legisiature 
and the state. The place at present is sim- 
ply a prison, and a hideous one at that. The 
inmates are criminals, it is true, but they are 
ingane and sick, and they should not be 
treated nor confined as they are at present. 


Politics Rules at Wilmington Home. 

“At the soldiers’ widows’ home at Wil- 
mington, which is practically a home for 
old women, there is a mystery existing 
which I believe should be cleared up. Both 
the women on the state board—Miss Lathrop 
and Mrs. Bourland of Peoria—have urged 
many times that the superintendent, Mrs.

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Witness Tells How Parent. of 
Webster Guerin Sought — 
to End Intimacy.- 


GRILLING FOR BROTHER. 


James Hamilton Lewis Storms at 
Witness, Who Tells of 
Schoolboy Amour. 


The story of a mother's remarkable ap- 
peal and prayer to another woman was told 
in the closing moments of the day's session 
of the Dora McDonald murder trial in Judge 
Brentano’s courtroom yesterday afternoon 
yAgainst the exotic background of intrigue, 
illicit. attachment, and sordid death on- 
stituting the state’s presentation of the tar- 
nished life of Mre. McDonald this touch 
of unseifish love came as the one pure note 
of the day. 

Mise Nellie Fitzgibbons, 655 West Harri- 
son street, an aunt of Webster Guerin, with 
whose death Mrs. McDonald is charged, was 
the relater of this remarkable scene. It had 
to do with a visit which she and Mrs. Guerin, 
the mother of Mrs. McDonald's youthful 
lover, paid to the Michael McDonald resi- 
dence at Ashland avenue and West Harri- 
son street in the days when the gambler's 
wife was just beginning to weave her spell 
around her schoolboy victim. 


Pleas Met with Laughter. 

“We went to see Mrs. McDonald about 
Webster,” said Miss Fitzgibbons simply. 
We never had been friends, and it was 
hard, but his mother determined to do some- 
thing. Mrs. Guerin asked Mrs. McDonald: 

Why are you going around with Web 
all the time? He would be a good boy if you 
would only let him alone. You have your 
husband and I have only my boys. Won't 
you leave them to me?’ 

Mrs. McDonald laughed. 

J am not going around with Web,’ she 
said. I heard that Guy told Dad that. When 
Web comes back from California I am going 
to have him Kill Guy.’ 

“Then my sister got down on her knees 
to that woman. She cried and said: ‘ Please 
let that boy alone. He would be good if it 
was not for your influence. You seem to 
have cast a spell over him. I can’t do any- 
thing with him any more. O, won't you let 
me have him?’ 


Denies Running Around with Him.“ 

Mrs. McDonald walked up and down the 
room laughing. 

„am not running around with him,’ 
she repeated. 

Didn't I catch you at Richard 
Vaughan's house with him the other night?’ 
asked my sister. ‘I saw you running out of 
a room with your hair all flying. I know 
what you are doing.’ 

Then I said to Mrs. McDonald: 

*“* Aren't you ashamed—and you a mar- 
ried woman, too?’ 

“She put her hand back of her dress as 
though to get a weapon. : 

I'll kill you,’ she said. Look out; Look 
out!’ : : 

She was still crying this when we left 
the house. After this we could not do any 
more with Web.“ 


Testimony Is Unshaken. 

This testimony, with other of a similar 
nature showing the relations that existed 
between Mrs. McDonald and young Guerin 
for ten years before the tragedy in the 
Omaha building last February, was one 
thing that the defense could not shake. 
James Hamilton Lewis, who cross-examined 
the state’s witnesses, made little attempt 
to deny that the woman and the boy had im- 
proper relations. In his examination of Miss 
Fitzgibbons and of Archie Guerin, brother 
of the dead man. who was on the stand the 
greater part of the day, Mr. Lewis tried to 
bring out this line of defense: 


That Mrs. McDonald was arranging for a divorce 
so that she and Guerin could be married. 

That Guerin blackmailed the woman year after 
year, and it was the final quarrel over money 
which Guerin owed Mrs. McDonald that resulted 
in the struggle for the pistol and the death. 


Lewis Storms at Witness. 

The trial proceeded rapidly. The court- 
room, which was crowded all day to its last 
inch of space, was held fascinated by the 
exhibition of Mr. Lewis in action. The suave, 
courteous exponent of fashion was gone. The 
transformation brought forth a raging lion of 
a lawyer, who went after his victims on the 
witness stand with hammer and tongs and 
Liting sarcasm. At one time Mr. Lewis al- 
most climbed in the witness chair in his flerce 
attack on Archie Guerin. Judge Brentano 
was forced to rap for order time after time. 

Mrs. McDonald appeared for the first time 
without her black veil and large black hat. 
She faced the jury and the witness box, her 
haggard white face, framed in heavy bronze 
hair, almost lifeless as far as the scenes 
around her were concerned. Occasionally 
a light of interest would flicker up into her 
eyeg, but it died away as soon asbit was 
born and her head sank wearily back. 


Began When Boy Was Sixteen. 

Guerin, whose cross examination by Mr. 
Lewis brought charges that caused the 
young man’s face to blanch with fear or 
anger, took the stand soon after Assistant 
State’s Attorney E. 8. Day had completed 
his opening address. Guerin supported most 
of the charges made by Mr. Day. His direct 
testimony led from the time his brother was 
a 16 year old boy and first met Mrs. Mc- 
Donald while on his way to school past the 
woman's residence. He told of the relations 
between the ¢wo, which existed through the 
school days, through the time when Web- 
ster kept a haberdashery business on West 
Madison street, and up to the days when 
he and his brother went into business as the 
Harrison Art company. 

When Webster and I were boys together.“ 
he said, Mrs. McDonald would call Web- 
ster into her house on our way home from 
church @r school and he would stay until 
after lunch time. About once a week while 
he was in business Mrs. McDonald would 
call and talk to him in his private office. 
Then he would go away with her. 

“Bhe kept up her visits when we went 
into the Omaha bullding. She came nearly 
always in the evening. Webster and Mrs. 
McDonald usually went into the La Salle 
street station. When Webster went away 
with her he would carry a suitcase. She 
called often on the phone, giving the name 
of Madeline. . 


Tells of Threats by Woman. 

Guerin then told of the scene in the res- 
taurant a short time before his brother's 
death, in which Mrs. McDonald showed her 
jealousy of Miss Avis Dargan, now Archie 
Guerin's wife. 

“She shouted: Tou are trying to steal 
him, and I love him, I love him,’ said Guerin. 
ge while after she turned to me and 

Just think, after all these years Web- 
ster is going to throw me down. Would you 
blame me if I killed him?’ 

The morning my brother was killed she 
came into the office. She said she had a 
report from a detective, and she and Web- 
ster had a row. Webster said he was 
through with her for good. She walked up 
to him and said: 

Well. Im not through with you, by any 
means. Do you think I am going to put a 
bullet through my head without taking you 
with me? I've told that old slob of a hus- 
band of mine all about it—he knows every- 
thing now.’ This was the last I saw of my 
brother allve.“ 


Denies All Lewis’ Charges.

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CLAIMS: SELF. DEFENSE. 


| Thought He Was About to Kill 


Witness After Breaking 
„p Home. 
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The short and simple annals of the poor ™ 


geiina Anselone; 24 years old, told why and 
how she shot and killed Philip Ferreo last 
August. 3 

Her plea is self-defense—that she shot to 
proteet her life from imminent danger. | But 
whether Philip Ferreo had a revolver in his 
pocket or not and whether he intended to 
draw it and use it had he not been stopped by 
a bullet in his bfain are questichs less fre- 
quently asked than the question of unwritten 
law, Had she a right to kill him? 

If ner story is true, it is a new plea of the 
appeal to the unwritten law for justification. 
There were no chorus girls, champagne gup- 
pers, or hereditary degeneracy in it. The 
woman did not kill the man because he had 
betrayed her or because he was tired of her. 
According to her story, she was 4 pure wom- 
an, a good wife, and a good mother, and she 
shot Philip Ferreo because, not content with 
ruining her home and happiness, he still fol- 
lowed her, intent on ruining her soul or tak~ 
ing her life. . 


Testifies Through Interpreter. 

In short sentences she told her tragedy. 
Her little daughter Anita, 4 years old, who 
played an important part in precipitating one 
of its saddest scenes, sat with Mrs, Fiorelli, 
the court interpreter, who translated Mrs. 
Anselone’s confession. and whose testimony 
forms practically the whole case for the 
prosecution. As Mrs. Anselone gave her 
testimony her little daughter became rest - 
less, and the mother frequently halted to 
smile at the child and speak to her. At last 
the little girl began to cry for ber mother, 
and after being taken to the corridor for a 
short time was allowed to go to her mother, 
who then held her in arms for most of the 
afternoon. Once, however, she got down and 
stood beside the stenographer’s desk, staring 
curiously at the exhibits for the state which 
lay there, a revolver and several bullets. 

Mrs. Anselone told of coming to America 
with her baby two years after her husband 
and of going with him to live with her brother 
and his wife, to which house Philip Ferreo 
soon came as a boarder. Ferreo first tried 
to make trouble between the brother and his 
wife and threatened to kill the man it the 
woman would not yield to him. He made 
threats to Mrs. Anselone four times, at one 
time showing her his revolver and saying: 
„By this gun your brother shall fall.“ Under 
these circumstances, one of which was the 
fact that Ferreo showed his revolver con- 


spicuously every night when he sat down to 


savings to pay it back and keep you out of 
jail?’ be :

Lost Memory Angers Lewis.

“Is it not true that you went to a girl 
named Mary Jacobson and attacked the girl 
when she went into her room to get money 
to pay you?

Loss of $50,000 in Hot Blaze at 
22 West Randolph Street. 


ENGINE STRIKES A TOWER. 


Fire Wall and Hard Work Prevented 
the Flames’ Rapid Spread. 


Fire—the second within a few hours—in 
the plant of Charles H. Brideau, in the 
Manufacturers’ building. 22 and 24 West 
Randolph street, at 11:90 last night. caused 


a property loss of $50,000. The flames leap- 


ing out of the fifth story of the building 
threatened for a time to spread, but the fire- 
wall and the work of the firemen arrested 
them before they could make much head- 
way.

Child Tells of Attack. 


“That was Saturday night,“ continued 
the witness, and the next morning, Sunday, 
as soon as my little one awoke she went 
to her papa and said: ‘ Papa, Phil shall not 
come here again, because last night he 
grabbed my mamma by the hair and beat 
her.“ My husband was angry and asked. me 
to explain why Phil beat me. I said he beat 
me because he was trying to force me to 
eat with hi My husband did not believe 
that and I asked him to get Phil and ask 
him before me if that was not the truth.

If you have really 
done it, you may take her, I do not want 
her.’ 

And Philip said, ‘I will take her.’ I 
began to scream, Tou have betrayed me. 
It is a lie, and I hope some one will kill you.’ 

“Then Philip said again that he had eaten 
with me, and my husband said, ‘Then you 
may have her, I don’t want her.’ Then 
Philip struck at me, but my husband struck 
me first, and they both beat me, and my 
husband left, and I have never seen him 
since. Before Philip left he threatened me 
and said. You shall fall into my hands. 


Gets Revolver and Kills Him. 

She then told of arming herself.with a re- 
volVer which her husband had left, and of 
meeting Ferreo one day shortly afterward. 
He taunted her with the success of his 
plans, and in her anger she drew her re- 
volver in the crowded street and shot into 
the ground at her feet. Ferreo ran, and a 
policeman took the gun away from her. She 
then bought another revolver, which she 
used more effectively. 2 

The day that I killed him,“ she said, 1 
saw him from my window pacing up and 
down the street in front of the house, so I 
called in my little one. After I had called 
her in she said, ‘Mamma, I want some bread,’ 
so I started out to get a loaf of bread at the 
store. I went the rear way. AsI went down 
the steps a neighbor said that my cousin 
who had caused my husband to leave me 
was walking up and down by the alley. 
As I walked across the yard the door to the 
alley opened and Philip came toward me. 
‘Do not be frightened. I want to talk with 
you,’ he said. I told him to take himself 
away. from my sight. 

“Then he began to curse, and gaid that 
he would kill me, and made a motion with 
his hand toward his hip pocket. I did not 
think what I did, but I was sure he was 
going to kill me, and I threw up my hand 
with my revolver in it and shot. Then I 
dropped the revolver and ran, without even 
knowing if I had hit him.” 

State’s Attorney Fletcher cross examined 
the woman for over half an hour, without 
shaking her testimony, and will continue the 
examination this morning.

16,000 Words in Question. 

Mr. Littleton’s hypothetical question, 
.which was answered by the three experts, 
was a résumé of the evidence. The question 
contained some 16,000 words. 5 

Dr. Charles Francis Bingaman, the Thaw 
family physician, of Pittsburg, the first wit- 
ness, repeated the testimony he gave at the 
last trial. He said the defendant always 
referred to the Madison Square garden trag- 
edy as the act of Providence.“ 

Miss Lillian T. MacBride of London, a 
nurse, corroborated the testimony of Dr. 
Wells. There was no evidence of alcohol- 
ism, she said, and Thaw's acts and appear- 
ance impr d her as irrational. 

Dr. Frederick J. Burton-Browne of Lon- 
don, formerly of the India medical service, 
who, while practicing in Rome, attended 
Thaw, in March, 1902, testified that he had 
diagnosed the case as one of simple or mild 
mania. 

Dr. Maurice Gauja of Paris, who attended 
Thaw in Paris in the spring of 1904, when 
he attempted suicide by swallowing lau- 
danum, followed Dr. Browne, and then Mr. 
Littleton read the Hypothetical question to 
Drs.

Didn't Know It Was Wrong. 

Dr. Wagner said he believed, from the 
facts set forth in the question, that Thaw 
on the night of June 25, 1906, when he shot 
and killed Stanford White, was suffering 
from such a defect of reason as not to know 
the nature or quality of hia act or that the 
act was wrong. :

If you are considering a person in mid- 
dle life, I think you have a right to expect 
frequent and more violent outbreaks in the 
future,’’ Dr. Wagner replied.

Thought He’d Be Killed.

‘THINKS VICTORY IS NEAR 


But Man Chosen for Chief Aid 
Cannot Serve, Having Fight 
on Own Hands. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—[ Special. }]— 


- William Jennings Bryan evidently does not 


intend to withdraw in the least from the 
Position he has taken in the race for the 
democratic nomination for president. 

He told the democratic:members of the 
senate and house in so many words today 
that no one had suggested that he withdraw 
trom the contest; and added that he would 
inquire closely into the position and affilia- 
tions of any one who dared todo it. His state- 
ment, repeated to the demacratic senators 
at the home of Senator Newlands of Nevada 
tonight, was as follows: 

No one has suggested to me that I should 
not become the candidate of the democratic 
party for the presidency. If any one should 

do so, you may set it down as certain that I 
shall inquire minutely into the credentials 
which he has and whom he represents, and 
whether he belongs to the true democracy. I 
shall also discuss the affiliations which he 
may have in and out of the party. 


Can Prove His Popularity. 

“T can show you documentary evidence 
of the demand in nearly every part of the 
country and from most of the leading men 
within our ranks for me to accept the nomi- 
nation. If I am mistaken as to such a de- 
mand, I must be shown th&t the suggestion 
of the withdrawal of my candidacy does not 
come from that faction of the party which in 
recent campaigns has codperated and voted 
with the republican party.“ 

Mr. Bryan believes the chances of the party 
for victory were never better than they 
are today, and letters he has received and 
personal conversations he has had with in- 
fluential democrats have convinced him there 
is a genuine sentiment among the democrats 
to have him once more serve as their stand- 
ard bearer. 

So confident is he that he will be the leader 
that he has approached Senator Stone of Mis- 
souri to ascertain if he would serve as chair- 


man of the democratic campaign committee. 


Unfortunately for Mr. Bryan, Senator Stone 
has a fight on his hands. Gov. Folk has de- 
clared his candidacy to succeed ** Gum Shoe 
Bill” in the senate, and the latter must de- 
vote all his time and attention to Missouri. 
Mr. Bryan is considering other men for the 
chairmanship, but he has not decided whom 
to select. 


Dinner Marred for Time. 


Mr. Bryan sat tonight on the right of Sena- 

tor Newlands and faced a number of men 
who oppose his candidacy. The Nevada host 
experienced a great deal of difficulty in ar- 
He sent out invita- 
thons some days ago for two dinners, but 
received a number of declinations from the 
men asked to the second dinner tomorrow 
night, who thought they were of sufficient 
importance to attend the first night. 
It became necessary to rearrange the 
lists, so, after consultation with Mr. Bryan 
yesterday, Mr. Newlands canceled his orig- 
inal invitations and divided the democratic 
senators, asking for tonight those whose 
names began with A and ended with L and 
for tomorrow night the remainder of the 
senatorial alpnabet. 

This arrangement seems to have pleased 
every one. Among men at the dinner to- 
hight was Daniel of Virginia, who strongly 
‘opposed Bryan's government ownership 


views. 
Not Convinced at End. 


Just what happened at the dinner !s a 
professional secret and therefore not known 
to the world at large. When the party broke 
up Mr. Bryan was not convinced that the 
good of the party required his withdrawal. 
He is in the race to stay, and further evi- 
dence must be furnished to induce him to 
issue a proclamation of renunciation. 

At the time Bryan was in the house of 
representatives today Secretary Taft also 
was there. The two men did not, however, 
meet. A member suggested that the next 
president of the United States surely was 
at the capitol today. 

es, responded a wag, and his name’s 
Bill, at that.” 

Mr. Bryan paid a visit to the press gallery 
apparentiy for the purpose of being inter- 
viewed. The newspaper correspondents were 
embarrassed for a moment, but goon they 
began to question him in rapid fire manner 
and the candidate for the democratic nom- 
ination was kept busy making replies. 


Story Shows Fowler’s Position. 

Representative Fowler of New Jersey, 
who was making a speech on the currency 
question, was responsible for Mr. Bryan 
telling the following story: 

Mr. Fowler's experience reminds me of 
@ man who started to get over a fence into 
a lot in which there was a ferocious bull. 
The idea struck him that it would be funny 
if he could get hold of the bull by the tall 
and throw him over the fence. The thought 
appealed to the man so humorously that for 
half an hour he sat down and laughed as 
hard as he could.. Finally he subdued his 
mirth and climbed over the fence. 

Some time afterward, when he came to, 
he aroused himself and said: ‘ Gee! but it 
was a good thing I had my laugh first.’ 

Perhaps. added Mr. Bryan, it may be 
@ good thing that those members who are 
poking fun at Mr. Fowler are having their 
laugh first.“ 

Mr. Bryan gave out an interview, repeat- 
ing his views on the currency situation and 
the remedy that should be adopted. He 
would like to have congress adopt a law 
like that on the statute books of Oklahoma, 
providing for the insurance of bank deposits. 


Texas “Compromise” with Taft. 

While Secretary Taft was at the capitol he 
met Representative Henry of Texas. 

“Mr. Secretary.“ said Henry, our folks 
in Texas think mighty well of you, and, 
while there is some difference of opinion 
among the Texans as to whether or not you 
Ought to be the next president, we are going 
to compromise the matter. We'll give you 
the Texas delegates to the republican con- 
vention, but on election day we will defeat 
you by about 400,000 majority.“

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was mentioned either for first, second, or 
third choice only on 106 ballots. 


Negroes May Have Influence. 

This is a straw which the politicians will 
readily follow, because it shows accurately 
the way the political wind is blowing wher- 
ever the negro vote is brought into the ques- 
tion. Foraker was the champion of the 
Brownsvilie negroes and the race has flocked 
to him in response to his efforts. This is 
undeniably true of the colored veople in the 
south, where they have no voice at the polls, 
but where they do haye a little something 
to say, although not much, in the making 
up of the delegations to the national coriven- 
tion. 

If the northern negroes foliow their south- 
ern brethren in this regard, and if their 
resentment against Roosevelt continues after 
his successor is nominated, which, of course, 
is an open question, it might mean the loss 
of a ward or a legislative district here and 
there, and in some rare cases these little 
losses might be critical. 

The most curious feature of THz TRIBUNE 
vote is to be found in the ballots themselves. 
Some of these comments are funny, some 
scurriious, but almost all of them are sig- 
nificant. For instance, one of the alter- 
nates in the last convertion from an Ohio 
district, who now records himself for For- 
aker, writes on his ballot: 

“I favor law enforcement, and less gal- 
lery play, less meddling, and less talk.“ 


Ohioan Attacks President. 

Another Ohio Foraker voter attacks the 
president by saying: He's a yellow dem- 
agogue, a liar, and as rotten as they're 
made.“ 

One well known Mississippi republican, 
who makes Foraker his first choicé; says 
that for second and third choice he favors: 
“Any one of those who are being favorably 
discussed who are not in sympathy with the 
policies of the present administration.”’ 

Any analysis of Secretary Cortelyou’s 
strength as shown in‘the test ballot must be 
from the point of view that he has never 
formally announced himself as a candidate. 
That is only fair to him. His name has been 
included in this list because it appeared on 
a sufficient number of ballots. He has some 
elements of strength, which are clearly indi- 
cated, and they are elements which Foraker 
does not possess. In other words, Cortelyou 
is stronger for second or third choice than for 
first. 

That is the exact position a dark horse 
would occupy. He invites no attack on the 
first ballot and remains in comparative ob- 
scurity until the break comes. Then he has 
the probability of securing the sudden sec- 
ond choice strength and of holding what he 
has. Every time a candidate is removed he 
moves up a peg, and so the man who is strong 
in the reverse order of choices always stands 
a chance of being the runner up in a 
political convention. 


Cortelyou a Second Choice. 


This test ballot shows exactly what the 
people have been saying of Cortelyou, which 
is that he is far in the rear, and will be so 
when the convention opens, but that he is lia- 
bie to gain strength during the different bal- 
lots rather than to be eliminated alt er. 
On the particular test question now, out of a 
total of 251 mentions, Cortelyou’s name is 
put down 20 times for the first place, 87 times 


for second place, and 144 times for the third J 


place. ; i 
This indicates a. political situation almost 
the reverse of that which controls the For- 
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aker movement. Cortelyou’s strength on the 
first ballot is so small that he cannot be con- 
sidered in any way, so far as this test is con- 
cerned, as an enemy of the administration 
and voted for on that account alone. 

That he is being borne in mind and thatthe 
various voters think of him as a residuary 
candidate is shown clearly by the fact that 
four times as many voters think of him for 
the second choice as for the first and that a 
still greater number are willing to accept him 
after two other favorites have been put out 
of business. 


His Support Is Widespread. 


An examination of the Cortelyou ballots 
shows that they do not represent cranks or 
any extreme in republican politics. In many 
cases the writers say they approve of the 
policy of fhe president only in part, but there 
is nothing violent in this dissent from the 
administration program. There is frequently 
an expression of opinion that a more con- 
servative man is necessary, without any im- 
pairment of the general principles of Roose- 
velt administration. 

This indicates that the Cortelyou strength 
is conservative and moderate. It is more 
than that. It is much more widely spread 
geographically than one would expect under 
the peculiar circumstances. The majority 
of his votes are found in New York, Virginia, 
Illinois, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
and Maryland. 

There is not much more strength in New 
York than in Virginia or Illinois, and besides 
the half dozen states mentioned, there are 
scattering votes recorded from California to 
Florida, indicating that the secretary of the 
treasury has attracted popular attention to 
a degree which renders it necessary that his 
political strength, inert though it may seem 
to be at the present time, must be taken into 
consideration by the politicians from now 
on until the canvass closes.

One Amendment Does Away with 


Delay in Issuing New Bank 
Circulation. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 27.—[Special.}~ 
The revision of the Aldrich currendy bill was 
completed today by Senators Aldrich, Alli- 
son, and Hale, When the committee on 
finance meets tomorrow after the recess 
taken a week ago to enable Senator Aldrich 
to incorporate in the bill several amendments 
which had been suggested by both the re- 
publicans and democrats, the completed 
measure will be presented and will form the 
basis for the final discussion before it is re- 
ported to the senate. , 

Most of the changes which will be made 
in the Aldrich bill as a result of the committee 
discussion have been explained heretofore in 
the Washington dispatches to Tus TRIBUNE. 
A new amendment contained in the draft 
of the revised bill to be considered by the 
committee tomorrow was suggested by Sen- 
ator Bailey, one of the democratic leaders. 
It provides for an equitable distribution. of 
the circulation authorized by the bill, and 
was the outcome of the apprehension on the 
part of the senators from the states which 
have much sparsely settled territory that 
New York, Chicago, and other great cities 
would be able to havea practical monopoly 


| of the issue of emregency currency through 


their ability to control most of the bonds 
which banks must obtain and deposit in the 
treasury as collateral for the issue of the ad- 
ditional circulation. 


States Basis of Division. 


Senator Bailey did not submit his amend- 
ment in writing, so it was drafted by Senator 
Aldrich, and incorporated in the revised bill. 
Under this amendment the country is not 
divided into subtreasury districts, as was 
proposed by Senator Bailey, but each di- 
vision comprises a state of the union, whose 
national banks are to be entitled to taking 
out emergency circulation in proportion to 
the total capital and surplus of the national 
banks in that state. The republican mem- 
bers of the finance committee have ap- 
proved of this amendment, as drawn by 
Senator Aldrich. 

Several new amendments are designed to 
provide for an issue of an emergency circu- 
lation with the least possible delay. In 
the Aldrich bill, as presented originally to 
the committee on finance, it was provided 
that the subtreasuries should hold in reserve 
the emergency circulation notes of only such 
banks as requested that they be printed and 
so held subject to call. 

One of jhe revised amendments requires 


the secretary of the treasury to prepare and 


keep on hand in the subtreasuries printed 
notes of all the national banks in each sub- 
treasury district.

McKinney Introduces Bill. 

Representative McKinney of Illinois, mem- 
ber of the hquse committee on banking and 
currency, today introduced a currency 11 
which has the indorsement of the curren ' 
commisston of the American Bankers asso- 
ciation. It also has the approval of the ex- 


‘ecutive council of the Illinois Bankers’ asso- 


ciation. 
The bill provides for the issue of guaran- 


teed credit notes, a guarantee fund derived 
by a tax upon the notes issued to be placed 
in the hands of the treasurer of the United 
States, and in addition gives these note is- 
sues prior lien on the assets of any national 
bank that may fail. 

Under the bill, before a bank can issue the 
guarantee credit notes, it must have out 62% 
per cent of its capital in bond secured notes, 
thus giving protection: to the bondholders 
who have invested in this class of security, 
but continuing the policy by giving the fed- 
eral government a market for its bonds. 

A bank may then issue notes to the amount 
of 40 per cent of 62% per cent of its capital, 


| bearing a tax of 2% per cent per annum, and 


may issue additional notes equal to 12% per 


cent of its capital, bearing 5 per cent per 


annum tax. 

The currency issued over and above the 
bond secured notes is to be subject to retire- 
ment when the occasion for its issue has 
passed. Under this plan it is calculated 
that there will be an automatic expansion or 
contraction of notes as the needs of the 


country may justify.

Compromise Reached on Munici- 
pal Court Probation Bill. 


NO VOLUNTEER OFFICERS. 


Opponents Fear Overzeal of the Self- 
Constituted Reformers. 


A éetermined effort to secure the passage 
of the adult probation bill will be made in 
the legislature this week by Chicago mem- 
bere. This ie the proposed law providing for 
the parole of adult offenders, who thus will 
be given a chance to reform under the eye 
of the court. 

The law is desired principally by the Mu- 
nictpal court, in which Judge Cieland while 
at the Maxwell street branch demonstrated 
—tilegally—the good that can be accomplished 
by the system. The measure now before the 
legisiature is designed to insure the legality 

ult probation. 
1 — to be no good reason why 
the bill should not pass this week. It is on 
third reading in the senate, but has not been 
debated in the house. The only opposition 
that has shown itself centers in two sections 
of the measure. 
Confer Over Compromise. 

In order to see if a compromise that would 
remove the opposition could not be reached, 
Chief Justice Harry Olson and Judge Stephen 
A. Foster of the Municipal court conferred 
yesterday with Representative Anton Cer- 
mak. ‘who had represented the ‘opposition, 
Judge Foster drew the provisions of the 
bill. 2 
There had been opposition to the third 
section of the bill, which provides for volun- 
teer parole officers, It was feared that a lot 
sif-conetituted réformers would butt in 
and prove perniciously harassing to pro- 
Then exception was taken to the 
provision that a man who has been drunk 
only once in twelve months need not be ar- 
raigned. It was objected that parts of this 
action would lead to the keeping of a formal 
roster of semi-occasiona!l drunks. 


Prpvisiops Not Held Vital. 

Judge Olson and Foster agreed that these 
provisions were not vital to the bill. They 
had been put in merely because they were 
part of Judge Cleland’s scheme. Represen- 
tative Cermak was told that the bill would 
be satisfactory if passed with these provi- 
sions eliminated. 

The judges said all they wanted to do was 
to get some legal authority for giving adult 
offenders a chance to reform instead of going 
to the bridewell. Mr. Cermak volunteered 
to do all he could for the bill on the basis of 
the compromise effected, and it is said that 
opposition has now disappeared. 


GEN. CHARLES H. HOWARD DIES. 


Veteran Who Arose from Ranks in the 
Civil War Passes Away at 
Glencoe. 


Gen. Charles H. Howard died at his home 
in Glencoe yesterday of pneumonia, after an 
iliness of but five days. 

Gen. Howard was a brother of Maj. Gen. 
o O. Howard, United States army, retired. 
He enlisted as a private in 1861 and was 
breveted brigadier general fer service on 
southern battlefields. He was severely 
wounded in the battle at Fair Oaks. Gen. 
Howard was born in Leeds, Me., on Aug. 28, 
1288. He is survived by seven children, 
among them being O. McG. Howard of Chi- 
cago, and Catherine and Nellie F. Howard, 
residing at the family home in Glencoe. 

The funeral will be from the family home 
Wednesday and will be private, interment 
being at Rosehill cemetery. 

Memorial services will be held at the Con- 
gregational church by the Loyal legion, of 
which Gen. Howard was a member.

Eddy's former residence, Mr. Farlow said: 

“I do not believe the Pleasant View resi- 
dence will be utilized asa Christian Science 
college.“

today said:

German Emperor’s Birthday the 
Occasion of Celebration.

NOT ASLEEP, IS ‘AWAKENED’ 


Usual Custom of Breaking His Slumber 
with Songs Carried Out. 


BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Emperor William is 49 
years old today. He was awakened ”’ this 
morning according to the immemorial bich- 
day custom by the fanfaring by the palace 
trumpeters and the singing of a hymn by the 
castle choir at 8 o' clock. 

As a matter of fact, however, the emperor 
had risen several hours earlier and had dis- 
posed of a variety of state documents by the 
time the singing began, after which he ap- 
peared at a window in the castie overlooking 
ne where the musicians were gath- 
ered. : 

His majesty, dressed in a field marshai’s 
uniform, greeted the choristers and received 
the congratulations of the visiting princes, 
after which there was service in the private 
chapel of the palace, at which there were 
present princes and princesses, ambassadors, 
and several high civil, military, naval, and 
court personages. 2 

The imperial couple took their places, after 
the conclusion of the service, on the dais in 
the great white hall of the palace, while a 
thousand officials and officers filed before 
them.

PARIS, Jan. 27.—M. Richon, minister of 
foreign affairs, during the debate in the 
chamber of deputies on the Moroccan ques- 
tion, threw cold water on the followers of 
M. Delcasse, hie predecessor in the war of- 
fice. 5 

Replying to the statements of the former 
minister that to him was due the restora- 
tion of France’s prestige, M. Richon said: 

“The foreign. policy of France ig not the 
work of one man, one party, or one adminis- 
tration. France has recovered her place, 
lost in the catastrophe of 1871, ae the result 
of thirty-seven years of republican effort. 
The Russian alliance was desired from the 
beginning, the Anglo-French entente was 
welcomed by all parties; we brought about’ 
a rapprochement with Italy, tightened the 
‘bonds with Spain, concluded an accord with 
Japan, aided in the reéstablishment of the 
Russo-Japanese relations, and diseipated 
Anglo-Russian misunderstanding, and thus 
restored France to her place in Europe. 
Our policy was conceived solely in the in- 
terest of the peace of the world.” 

Speech Greeted by Cheers. 

M. Pichon's strongest words in connection 
with Morocco, which were received with 

eers, were: France, on account of Al- 
— could never permit the internationali- 
gation of Morocco.“ 

While pointing out Europe's interest in 
seeing Abd-el-Aziz, the sultan, prevail over 
his brother, who had declared war on for- 
eigners, M. Pichon mdde it clear that 
France would remain neutral. France had 
been forced, he said, by increasing anarchy, 
which the Algeciras act had not foreseen, to 
exceed the letter of the convention, and

SHARE HARD WON PITTANCES 


One Inmate with Week’s Wages Buys 
Clothing for Comrades. 


Material for sermone on the brotherhood 
of mankind can be found every day at THz 
TRIBUNE lodging house at 50 Canal street. 
There may be a eelfish man here and there,

each other frequently the proceeds of the 
few jobs they secure. 

A dozen Lithuanians last night were show- 
ing their new caps and socks purchased with 
the $6 that one of their number earned ina 
‘week’s work in the shipping room of a Mar- 
ket street wholesale house. 

All that this worker had bought for him- 
self was a pair of gloves and a glass of beer. 


Generous Man Shows Modesty. 

„They would do the same for me,” he said, 
through an interpreter. ‘‘ We have to stick 
together when we are poor.“ 

He has left the lodging house, having se- 
cured regular employment now, but he vis- 
ited the place during the evening to bring the 
gifts of clothing to his comrades. 

Down by the central post on the first floor 
a big man with a reddish rd and mass of 
touseled hair was mending the clothing of a 
boyish fellow, who had worked with him on 
a Wisconsin farm. He had found a needle 
and thread somewhere and was doing the 
work clumsily, without a thimble, but so that 
it would hold, you may be sure. 

Manager Cleland related the story of an- 
other lodger who: had earned $2 working in 
the streets during the last heavy snow storm, 
who had taken a number of his companions 
to a Madison street restaurant for a square 
meal.” 

Man’s Weariness Arouses Pity. 

Another lodger offered to pay the expenses 
of medical attendance for an old man who 
had lain on a bed in the lodging house all 
day, apparently ill. The old man, however, 
simply needed a rest. The lodger was ad- 
vised to go to one of the regular lodging 
houses, as only those without funds are 
kept at the Canal street institution.

BAN FALLS ON ICY SIDEWALKS 


Merchants Must Clean Away All 
Snow or Lose Right to Signs. 


COUNCIL PASSES NEW LAW. 


Firemen’s Pension Fund Report Shows 
a Balance of $308,923. 


— 


Storekeepers who fall to keep the side- 


‘walks in front of their premises free of ice 
and snow fell under the ban of the city 


council last night. An order providing for 
the punishment of such offenders was passed 
at the inetance of Ald. Brennan of the 
Eighteenth ward. 

If the law is enforced, all business firms 
will be compelled to keep their sidewalks 
clean and safe, or suffer the removal of their 
merchandise and signs from space on and 
above the public way. 

“ The conditions in some parts of my ward 
are terrible, said the alderman, in speaking 
to his ordinance. It's as much as a per- 
son's life is worth to walk over the icy side- 
walks that should be cleaned by the occu- 
pants of the property.” 


Ordinance Passed Without Debate. 

The aldermen thought the measure would 
be a good thing for the rest of the city also 
and passed it without debate. The ordinance 
which was drawn by Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Miller, provides: 

‘“‘ Ordered, that the owner, lessee, or occu- 
pant of any building, structure, lot, or place 
who shall suspend or permit to be suspended 
over the sidewalk in front of such building, 
structure, lot, or place, goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise of any kind whatever or signs of any 
kind, shall keep the sidewalk in front of 
such building, structure, lot, or place, free 
and clear of ice and snow, and in case of the 
refusal of any such owner, lessee, or occu- 
pant to comply with this order, it shall be the 
duty of the commissioner of public works to 
compel the removal of such goods, wares, 
merchandise, or signs. 

“It shall be the duty of all police officers 
to report to the commissioner of public works 
any refusal to comply with this order.“ 


Reports on Firemen’s Pension Fund. 

City Clerk John McCabe submitted a report 
of the condition of the firemen’s pension fund, 
showing a balance of $308,923.44 on hand 
Dec. 31, 1907. The amount of pension checks 
paid was fixed at $146,906.06. 

Ald. Kohout presented an order directing 
that the committee, when coneidering the 
budget, include in it an item for $20,000 fora 
new fire station at Wilcox and Fortieth ave- 
nues.

Mr. Tisdelle appeared in court, much to 
the surprise of all concerned, accompanied by 
his brother-intaw, Robert E. Cantwell. The 
whereabouts of the banker became such a 
mystery on Friday that the United States 
marshal couldn't find him, and Mr. Cantwell 
was summoned to appear yesterday morning 
and answer the charge of conspiring with the 
banker to evade being summoned into court. 

Because Mr. Tisdelle has made an appear- 

ance and consented to examination Attorney 
Francis Houlihan, acting for Receiver Will- 
iam C. Niblack, withdrew the charges made 
‘against Cantwell. This afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock witnesses will be heard by Referee 
Eastman in the hope of getting light on some 
of the involved affairs of the bank. 


Creditors More Apprehensive. 


Before. court adjourned yesterday noon 
Tisdelle went on the stand. His attitude 
and answers tended to cause grave appre- 
hension by the depositors as to what has be- 
come of their savings, ; : 

Attorney James Rosenthal questioned Mr. 
Tisdelle about turning over to Burr Rob- 
bins, proprietor of the Deming hotel, 136 
Madison street, a contract for railroad ties 
that is alleged to be part of the assets. Tis- 
delle said the assignment to Robbins was 
made on Dec. 24, 1907, and that the considera- 
tion was nearly $16,000. When asked about 
the whereabouts of the contract Tisdelle 
asked to consult with his attorneys, after 
which he declared he didn’t know where the 
contract is, and that he has no copy of it. 

After persistent questioning Attorney 
Rosenthal learned that Tisdelle still owes 
Robbins between $4,000 and $5,000. 


Denies Trying to Dodge Service. 

At this stage of the inquiry Mr. Tisdelle ap- 
peared on the verge of a physical collapse, 
and the hearing was continued. The banker 
denied having tried to evade service. He 
said he has been in town all the time since 
the bank failure, despite the fact that on the 
day he was ordered into court information 
was given out at his house that he wasout of 
town.

COOKE AND STRASSHEIM. 
Sheriff Strassheim says he is ready to 
„give Cooke, like anybody else, a run for 
his money.” But has not he given Cooke 
more of a “run for his money” than 
any other man he had in custody? Yet 
many have gone to Joliet from the county 
jail during Sheriff Strassheim’s adminis~* 
tration who were much more deserving | 
of considerate treatment than Cooke. He 
was found guilty of using a public office 
to rob the public. All of the courts to 
which he appealed found his trial regular 
and his sentence just. He has had more 
of “a run for his money” than any man 
in the jail. 

It must wound the feelings of the sheriff 
to see an old political chum and crony on 
the road to Joliet, but the law and his 
duty, not his feelings, should govern when 
it is a question of the treatment of a con- 
victed grafter. The sheriff says he wishes 
to treat every prisoner considerately “up 
to a certain point.” That is an excellent 
sentiment, but cofsideration has been car- 
ried beyond all bounds in Cooke's case. 
He has been locked up in the jail, but 
he has been treated as a guest instead of 
a prisoner. 

The judge to whom Cooke appealed for 
liberty decided last Saturday that he was 
not entitled to it. He should have been 
sent to Joliet yesterday. There would 
not have been the “ undue haste or. the 
“ railroading” which the tender hearted 
sheriff deprecates. That officer would 
simply have done his duty. :

GARDENING IN CHICAGO. 

If the plans of Health Commissioner 
Evans are carried out in a little while 
Chicago will blossom as the rose. If he 
shall have his way the city’s waste places, 
the big vacant lots, the blocks of unoceu- 
pied space, will be converted into flower 

gardens and vegetable producing areas. 
Dr.. Evans’ idea is one worth thinking 
about; and, better still, one worth putting 
into execution. 

In Chicago fertilizers can be had at 
one-third the cost in eastern cities. Balti- 
more sells for $2 a ton what in Chicago 
brings (0 cents, because the demand for 
it is not great. Here it is a source of an- 
noyance to the health department because 
of the inefficient means at hand for its 
removal. To use it for the enrichment of 
Cook county fields and gardens would be 
profitable in more ways than one. 

The city consumes tons of vegetables a 
day. Few are raised in or near the mar- 
kets. They are shipped from neighboring 
towns and villages, and by the time they 
reach here lose that freshness of flavor 
that is so desirable. Of course, for early 
vegetables, the community must look to 
the far south for its supply. But for the 
staple foods from the gardens Chicago 
should not go beyond its own territory. 

There are in the corporate limits hun- 
dreds of acres of tillable land, of easy 
access, now littered with bits ef broken 
furniture and tin cans.. They await the 
inevitable growth of the city. Some day 
these lots will have handsome buildings; 
but at present they are a menace to 
health, because in sunimer they’ hold 
stagnant pools of water. 

Truck farmers make as high as $400 
an acre from the cultivation of ons. 
The planting of cabbage is almost as 
profitable. Beans, tomatoes, lettuce, and 
radishes also pay bandsomely. If every 
waste place in Cook county should ‘be 
tilled there would not be an oversupply 
-of vegetables. ven if the products were 
not consumed at once, they could * 
canned.

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For his great-grandfather was the elder of 
two brothers who entered the service of the 
king of Naples in the eighteenth century. 
The younger ed a German countess 
von Berg. Bat the elder brother waited until 
the daughter of this union had grown up, 
and then, in spite of her being his niece; mar- 
ried her, by means of à papal dispe ion. 
Owing to this, Lord Acton’s great 
grandfather is also his great-great-great- 
grandfather. 

Lord Acton is related to many houses of the 
old German aristocracy, likewise to those of 
Italy, ia a cousin of Princess Bülow, wife of 
the chancellor of the German empire, and 
also of the Italian senator, Prince Campo- 
reale and of his American wife. His father, 
the late Lord Acton, was one of the closest 
and most valued friends of Andrew Carnegie, 
and at the time of his death had just com- 
pleted the by no means easy task of form- 
ing the private lib of the Scotch-Amer- 
ican multi-milHonaire at Skibo castle. There 
were 10,000 volumes to be selected, and the 
money which Carnegie assigned for the pur- 
pose amounted to $150,000. 

The laird of Skibo could certainly not have 
found any one better qualified to undertake 
the task. For the late Lord Acton was one 
of the most learned and in every sense of 
the word intellectual members of the upper 


house of Great Britain's parliament. He 


was regius professor of history at the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, and the late Mr. Glad 
stone, who was no mean judge, was wont to 
declare that of all the pereons he had ever 
met Lord Acton was the one whose learning 
covered the widest range, and whose sources 
of knowledge were the most extraordinarily 
extensive. 


„ 


The Actons, though one of the oldest Shrop- 
shire familieB, that figured prominently in the 
reign of King Edward III., and who received 
their baronetcy from King Charles I., haye 
always had foreign affiliations. John Acton 
was admiral in chief of the imperial navy of 
Germany in the seventeenth century, and in 
the early part of the eighteenth, and his 
nephew, Joseph Acton, was a general in the 
service of the king of Naples. 

Joseph's elder brother, Str John Acton, also 
entered the service of the king of Naples and 
became his prime minister. Gen. Joseph 
Acton, just mentſoned, had a son of the name 
„of Charles, who became an admiral of the 
Neapolitan navy, and who left an extraor- 
dinarily numerous family, no lees than four 
ef his sons—namely: William, Ferdinand, 
Emeric, and Gustave—attaining flag rank as 
admirals, either in the Neapolitan or Italian 
navm and two of them serving in turn as 
Italian ministers of marine. 

It ia their sister, Laura Acton, who, after 
jilting the late Lord GranVille, married 
Prince.Camporeale, and after his death the 
Itallan statesman and Prime Minister Marco 
Minghetti. Her daughter by her first mar- 
riage is Princess Bülow. 

Sir John Acton, the Neapolitan prime min- 
ister who played so important a role at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century in con- 
nection with Lord Nelson, Queen Caroline, 
and Emma Lady Hamilton, was succeeded 
in his baronetcy by his eldest son Ferdi- 
nand, the second son, Charles, becoming a 
cardinal, and in his turn prime minister of 
the kingdom of Naples. Sir Ferdinand mar- 
ried the only daughter and heiress of the last 
duke of Dalberg, died five years later, his 
widow thereupon wedding the late Lord 
Granville, the foreign minister of the va- 
rious Gladstone cabinets, and who intrusted 
the education of his young stepson, Sir 
John (afterwards Lord) Acton, first of all 
to Cardinal Wiseman, and afterwards to 
the celebrated Prof. Dr. Dollinger at Munich. 
Dr. Dollinger was the founder of the denom- 
ination known as the Old Catholics, and his 
pupil, young Acton, became imbued with 
his views, and distinguished himself in 1869 
and 1870 by his hostility to the doctrine of 
papal infallibility. This Sir John in 1869 was 
elevated to the peerage as Lord Acton, and 
married the German Countess Marie Arco- 
Valley. 

— 


The present Lord Acton, his son, is secre- 
tary of the British embassy at Madrid and 
alord in waiting to the king. He is, like his 
father, a modern and liberal Catholic, re- 
ceived his education at Magdalen college, 
Oxford, and is married to Miss Dorothy 
Lyon, daughter of Thomas Henry Lyon of 
Appleton hall, Cheshire. 

He owns Aldenham park and estates, ex- 
tending over an area of about 10,000 acres, , 
in Shropshire. But the famous Aldenham 
library, comprising a collection of no less 


uscripts, constituting the most celebrated 
collection in existence of works on the his- 
tory of the various Christian churches, was 
bequeathed by the late peer to his friend, the 
Right Hon. John Morley, now secretary of 
state for India. 

As Morley is not a man of means and did 


not know how to house the books, realizing 


at the same time that it would be most un- 
gracious to dispose of them by sale, he pre- 
sented the collection as it stood to the uni- 
versity: library of Cambridge as a memorial 
of Lord Acton. The university has since 
them been obliged to pay $2,000 for.the mere 
cost of the removal of the books to Cam- 
bridge from Aldenham park. In addition to 
this, the structural alterations necessitated 
at the university library to houge the books, 
the provision of -bookcases, etc., cost $12,000 
more. Then the work of scientifically cata- 
foguing the brary, which has only just been 
corapleted after four years’ hard work, has 
cost another $12,000 or $15,000, while the 
printing of the catalogue and the binding of 
the books has eaten up another $10,000. 80 
that the total estimated cost to the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge entailed by the acceptance 
of this gift of the late Lord Acton’s library 
from John Morley has amounted to the 
neighborhood of $40,000, 
— 


I must mention that the Dalbergs, of whom 
Lord Acton is now the chief representative, 
claimed to be the most ancient and i!lus- 
trious house in Germany, and to trace their 
descent to a relative of the Savior, who be- 
came a Roman centurion, and settled at 
Hernstein, near Worms. For centuries the 
Dalbergs played a conspicuous role in the 
history of Germany, on the pages of which 
their name’ continually appear. Whenever 
the emperor-elect was crowned as ruler of 
Germany and of the holy Roman empire at 
Frankfort a herald invariably demanded in 
loud tones, IS any Dalberg here?’ and if 
any one was present he was immediately 
knighted by the new monarch. 

The penultimate Duke Dalberg was arch- 
chancellor of the holy Roman empire in the 
closing years of its existence, and when the 
empire was overthrown by Napoleon and all 
further resistance to the latter had become 
useless Dalberg joined his fortunes and was 
appointed by him president of the confeder- 
ation of the Rhine, which Napoleon had 
created in order to take the place of the holy 
Roman empire. Napoleon also created him 
grand duke of Frankfort, and designated 
Eugene de Beauharnais as his successor. 
He died without issue, being succeeded in his 
dukedom by his nephew, Emeric, last duke

How Supplies Are Purchased. 

The supplies for all the institutions are 
purchased on contracts awarded after com- 
petitive bidding, the quality, of the goode 
and the responsibility of the bidder being 
ta ben intoconsideration. Estimates are fur- 
nished by the heads of the various institu- 
tions and after being carefully inspected are 
made the basis of the purchases. When the 
awards are made the superintendent of each 
inetitution is informed of the pérson obtain- 
ing the contracts and the prices and he or- 
ders the supplies as he needs them. 

“What has been the advantage to the 
state from the purchasing of supplies for all 
the institutions by the board?” was asked 
of Judge Robinson, one of the members of 
the board. 

“The advantage has been about the dif- 
ference between the wholesale and retail 
price of the different commodities, he re- 
plied. “As an illustration: At the time the 
board took control of the institutions the per 
capita for the support of the patients in the 
hospitals for the insane was $14 to $16-per 
month. The legislature reduced this to $12 
a month, and it has remained at that figure, 
although prices of some articles which enter 
into their support have advanced 50 per cent. 
The inmates are well cared for, have abun- 
dance of good, wholesome food, and we find 
in most cases the W per capita allow - 
ance sufficient.”’ 

In regard to the improvement in the con- 
dition of the patients in the insane hospitals 
he said that each of the four hospitals is vie- 
ited at least once a month by one or more 
members of the board, who give the institu- 
tion a thorough inspection. At such times 
each patient is afforded opportynity to speak 
| privately to the members of the board. 


Controls Private Asylums. 


„In addition to supervision of the ‘four 
state hospitals for the insane, the board has 
control of five private institutions in the 

ate which care for insane persons,” con- 

ued Judge Robinson, “and also in the 
case of the sitty counties in the state which 
have poorhouses in which insane persons are 
kept. These institutions are all of them vis- 
ited by inspectors who report upon their 
condition.” 

The improvement in the two industrial 
schools, the one for boys at Eldora and — 
other for giris at Mitchellville, was 
marked. We have built a new school — 
ing for the school for the boys at Eldora,” 
he said, “ and the work being done there now 
will compare favorably with that done in the 
public schools. When the board took charge 
there was no regular school bullding there. 
The boys’ sitting room was used as a school- 
room. The wife of the superintendent acted 
as school teacher, and there was but little 
system used. Now we have a graded school 
and the boys are making good progress. We 
have also two buildings for ihdustrial train- 
ing and are teaching the boys tailoring, shoe- 
making, harness making, and expect to teach 
blacksmithing and wagon making. We also 
have a complete printing plant at the school 
and give instruction in that art. We find 
that the boys take an interest in learning 
trades and believe they will be greatly bene- 
fited by such instruction.” 


In the Penitentiaries. 


As to the improvement in conditions re- 
garding the inmates of the penitentiaries, 
Judge Robinson spoke in optimistic strain. 
Me was hopeful of the good effects of the 
indeterminate sentence and parole ‘aw 
passed by the last legislature, and also of 
the provision making the Anamosa peniten- 
tlary a reformatory and separating the 
younger prisoners from the older and more 
hardened criminals. Of the reforms intro- 
duced by the board at the penitentiaries he 
said: 

We have abolished the lockstep and have 
introduced the system of grading the in- 
mates. According to this system only the 
worst class is required to wear the old prison 
stripes. 

When a prisoner is received he is placed 
in the secon@ grade and wears a checked 
suit. After he has been in the . 
for six months he is eligible, on good be- 
havior, to promotion to the first grade, when 
he dons a gray suit. This leaves the stripes 
for those in the third grade, which includes 
prisoners who do not obey the rules of the 


than 60,000 rare volumes and priceless man- | institution, and are what we might call the 


more hardened criminals. To show how well 
this system works, let me give you some 


this year. At Fort Madison penitentiary 
there were at that date 432 inmates, of whom 
842 were in the first grade, 87 in the second, 
and 8 in the third. At the Anamoga reform- 
atory there were 330 inmates, 282 in the first 
grade, 96 in the second, and 2 in the third. 
These figures, it seems to me, speak elo- 
quently of the good work being done by the 
grading system.“ 

The criminal insane and female convicts 
are confined at Anamosa. There are only 
twelve females now serving sentences. 

The institution for inebriates at Knoxville, 
to which confirmed drunkards may be sent 
on order of the court, is largely an experi- 
ment, but good results are hoped for. 


Purposes of Control by Board. 


The purpose of the board having control 
of the institutions which care for the wards 
of the state is twofold. First, to obtain as 
economical administration of affairs as pos- 
sible, having regard to the physical well 
being of the inmates, and, second, to insti- 
tute every approved method for the better- 
ment of the condition of the mentally and 
morally unfortunate. 

Speaking of the advantages of the adminis- 
tration of the state’s charities under a board 
of control, Judge Robinson said: “It seems 
to me that some of the benefits of the admin- 


tions by 4 board of control are these: First, 
placing the management in the hands of a 
central body, all the members of which ce- 
vote their entire time to the work ofthe in- 
stitutions. They must necessarily have better 
knowledge of the work than would local 
boards who gave but little attention to the 
institutions except when they met, which 
was only two or three times a year. Second, 
making the institutions entirely independent 
of political influence. Third, the adoption 
of a uniform system of bookkeeping, of ac- 
counts, vouchers, etc., so that the board can 
tell at any time the exact condition of any of 
the institutions’ under its control. Fourth, 
the purchase of supplies for the institutions 
in large quantities, thereby making great 
saving in cost. Fifth, constant and close 
supervision of the affairs of each institution. 
Sixth, the better knowledge which one board 
devoting the entire time of ite members to 
the institutions can acquire concerning 
methods of management and their applica- 
tio

BETHEA TO TRY OIL TRUST;. 
CASE SET TO OPEN APRIL 6. 


Judge Landis Refuses to Have It on 
His Calendar—One Result Is Indefi- 


nite Delay of $42,000,000 Fine Suit. 


Judge S. H. Bethea in the United States 
District court yesterday set the trial of the 
Sandard Oi} company of Indiana on the in- 
dictment charging that company with ac- 
cepting concessions from the Chicago and 
‘Eastern Illinois railway, for April 6. The 
setting of the case at that time was opposed 
by Attorney John S. Miller, but the court 
advised the Standard Oil attorney to confer 
with District Attorney Sims or Attorney 
General Bonaparte if he desired the case to 
be delayed longer. 

The case was originally placed on the 
calendar of Judge Landis, who tried the first 
of the oil cases, but Judge Landis yesterday 
refused to hear it and transferred it to Judge 
Bethea. 

As a consequence of this transfer the big- 
gest case against the oil company, involving 
2,124 counts, and a possible fine of $42,480,000, 
was postponed by Judge Bethea indeiinitely 
in accordance with suggestions from District 
Attorney Suns. Judge Bethea will try the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois case, it is prob- 
able, before anything more is done with the 
biggest case which has to do with shipments 
over the Burlington.

shall have paid.in full all invoices covering 
the same. You will observe this profit shar- 
ing cannot be anticipated by deducting from 
your invoices, but is only payable by this 
company’s checks after those invoices are 
settled in full.“

RAILWAY PLEA TO ROOSEVELT; 
WANT TIME LIMIT EXTENDED. 


Delegation Representing Leading Sys- 
tems Urges That So-Called Nine-Hour 
Act Do Not Take Effect on March 4. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—The operating 
vice presidents of twelve or fifteen great lines 
of American railways conferred today with 
President Roosevelt and the interstate com- 
merce commission as to securing an amend- 
ment to the act limiting the hours of service 
of employés. The act referred to is known 
as the nine hour law, which is to become 
effective March 4.

Growing Surplus Big Factor in 
Better Conditions in the 
Financial World. 


New York, Jan. 27.—[Special.]—At the 
opening of today’s stock market session it 
Was apparent that supporting orders had 


deen placed in the market to offset any un- 


easiness and consequent liquidation which 
might follow the over Sunday announce- 
ments regarding the closing of the National 
Bank of North America and the institution 
of a government suit to break up existing 
relations between the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific roads. 

This support seemed to take the form of 
a movement against the short interest, which 


fortnight, and its influence was most ap- 
parent in such issues as Reading, United 
States Steel, St. Paul, Amalgamated Copper, 
Pennsylvania, and Northern Pacific. All of 
these shares rose sharply on fairly sub- 
stantial transactions. The advance thus 
promoted continued well on toward the close 
of the day, when an attempt to dispose of 
some of the stocks bought for the purpose 
of this movement brought about declines. 
which were not, however, of sufficient extent 
to cancel all of the earlier gains. 


Pacific Issues Heavy. 

There was the usual output of reports to 
accompany this highly professional ma- 
neuver, and in the case of Northern Pacific 
they again took the form of an approaching 
extra distribution on the shares. Union Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific were heavy and 
efforts to include them in the rise was only 
partly successful. Union Pacific ended the 
day with a loss, while Southern Pacific was 
up K of a point. 

There seems to be considerable uncertainty 
as to the outcome of the government pro- 
ceedings, but it was recalled in the financial 
district that one of the interstate commerce 
commissioners in discussing the success of 
such proceedings some days ago expressed 
doubt over the possibility of a decision which 
should end existing relations between the 
two roads, and this is perhaps the general 
feeling regarding the matter. 

Mexican Central securities were again ac- 
tive and the advances in these issues were 
based upon the supposedly favorable terms 
upon which Mexican Central will be received 
into the merger of the two principal Mexican 
roads. 

In the bond market transactions were the 
largest reported in over two years, and the 
day's total business of $6,196,000 reflects, of 
course, reviving interest in this department 
of the stock exchange. The day’s business 
in bonds was well distributed. 


Money Rates Reflect Easy Market. 


Money rates continued to reflect the ease 
which so great a surplus as $37,000,000 re- 
ported on Saturday is bound to produce. 
Call money fell below 2 per cent again and 
quotations on time loans were correspond- 
ingly low. One interesting piece of news 
was that brought by the London cables re- 
garding the taking of gold in London by 
Paris. The Bank of France recently has 
made substantial advances to London, and 
today’s gold movement would seem to indi- 
cate the repayment, The gold actually taken 
came, however, from the arrivals from South 
Afrita, and the Bank of England secured 88. 
000,000 of this as against $1,000,000 taken by 
Paris. 

The closing of the National Bank of North 
America had been foreshadowed by the 
steady decline in the-institution’s deposits, 
and beyond the sentiment attaching to the 
fact that it was a clearing house institution, 
the decision to liquidate the bank was with- 
out significance.

Features of Local Bond Market. 

Several of the local bond houses say the de- 
mand for good listed bonds is highly satis- 
factory. The only drawback is that a great 
many would-be purchasers fail to get bonds 
because while debating the price they will 
bey bond quotations advance. 

or local municipal igsues there also is a 
demand, though such bonds are not being 
offered. By municipal is meant city, drain- 
age, and park bonds. 

There is one class of bonds, however, which 
fa not in favor at the present time, because 
of the experience of holders during the recent 
financial stringency. These are unlisted cor- 
poration bonds. There being no open mar- 
ket for them, the owners who sought either 
to sell them or to raise funds on them as col- 
lateral were in both inetances disappointed. 
The banks did not care to lend, because there 
was no ready market. Creditors did not, for 
the same reason, like to accept them. Even 
the corporations issuing such bonde failed in 
most instances to make any bid for them. 

In time, however, this experience probably 
will be forgotten and such bonds again will 
enjoy the favor they did before the depres 
sion. 

Big Decrease in Atchison Net. 

It is estimated that the Atchison for the 
current fiscal year will show a decrease in 
net earnings of $6,000,000, compared with the 
last previous year. About $3,000,000 of this 
decrease is estimated to be due to the 
changes in bookkeeping brought about by 
the interstate commerce commission. Even 
with such a decrease the net earnings will 
be equal to approximately 9 per cent on the 
common stock, which is now paying 6. It 
should in no way affect the position of the 
preferred stock, which underlies all the divi- 
dends paid on thé common. When stocks 
were at low prices last November a great 
many small investors purchased Atchison 
preferred, paying in cash. 

The interstate commerce commission re- 
quires a reserve against depreciation of 
equipment, which has thus far in the case 
of the Atchison amounted to $240,000 a 
month. This charge necessarily will 
fluctuate, but an average of $200,000 a month 
would mean $2,400,000 annually. The prop- 
erty will be improved by that amount, though 
it will have been taken from earnings. 


Smelting Business Cut in Two. 

It ig announced that the business of the 
American Smelting and Refining company is 
showing a decrease of 50 per cent, the most 
pronounced shrinkage the company has ex- 
perienced in its history. American Smelting 
stock has been weak for some time on what 
seema to be satisfactory evidence of inside 
gelling. The fact that the stock is being sold 
instead of belng supported by insiders is the 
best evidence of the weakened position of 
the company. 

Missouri Pacific Notes Offered. 

Formal announcement was made during 
the day of the offering for subscription of the 
$6,000,000 Missouri Pacific railway company 
two year collateral 6 per cent convertible 
gold notes. The notes are offered at 99 and 
interest, thus yielding 6% per cent income. 
It is announced that only one-third of the 
issue is for sale, the other two-thirds having 
been disposed of privately. In payment for 
the new notes at the offering price there 
will be taken Missouri Pacific 5 per cent 
notes maturing on Feb. 10, with the current 
coupon attached, at 102% flat. The notes are 
convertible at par into Kansas and Colorado 
Pacific railway company first refunding 
mortgage 6 per cent gold bonds due 1938. 


Locomotive Orders Slow. 

It is announced that one account of busi- 
ness depression the American Locomotive 
company will close its locomotive works at 
Providence, R. I., the first week in Febru- 
ary. One thousand men are affected. 

New orders for locomotives are coming in 
slowly, but the company has unfilled orders 
and repair work which will serve to keep its 
larger plants in operation, though the work- 
ing hours and the number of men employed 
will be less than heretofore.

ATTACK ON STATES’ POWER. 


Eastern Road Will Re-establish Old 
Schedule in Pennsylvania. 


The announcement of the Pennsylvania 
rallroad that, following the decision of the 
Supreme court of Pennsylvania, which de- 
clared the unconstitutionality of the 2 cent 
passenger fare law passed by the last legis- 
lature, the old schedule will be restored 
to the lines of the company, its branches, and 
leased lines, may prove the initial skirmish 
of a general warfare. 

In a number of states whose legislatures 
have passed similar rate laws the railroad 
may begin an attack against the power of 
the state to declare what rates may be 
‘charged. 

The announcement that the Pennsylvania 
system, as far as the lines lie within the 


„state, will resume the rates in usage pre- 


vious to the passage of the 2 cent fare law 
was made on Saturday, and the old schedule 
will take effect Feb. 1. 

Officials of the western roads interested in 
the 2 cent fare laws promulgated by a number 
of western states expressed their satisfac- 
tion with the decision. 


Attacks Principle as Harmful. 

Wulle the 2 cent fare laws passed by a 
number of states have not been wholly harm- 
ful to, all the roads, the principle that a 
state legislature can step in and declare 
what the roads may charge for service is 
a principle which must be fought,” said an 
official of the Chicago and Alton road yes- 
terday. ‘‘ The quickest way to kill rall- 
roading in this country and to cause the 
roads to stop extensions, which mean t 
opening up of new country and conseque 
prosperity, is to let any state legislature 
which thinks it is capable step in and upset 
rates which are established upon the traffic 
and locality and the cost to rendering serv- 


Ice.“ 
Says Old Roads Lose Money. 

Other railroad officials expressed the same 
view. President E. B. Thomas of the Lehigh 
Valley system, in his statement before the 
annual stockholders’ meeting last week, as- 
serted that under the 2 cent fare law the 
Lehigh Valley well could afford to give an- 
nually to the state of Pennsylvania $500,000 
to be relieved of the duty of operating pas- 
senger trains. 


BLOW FOR STOCK SHIPPERS. 


Missouri Supreme Court Says Railroads 
Need Not Give Free Return 
Transportation. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 27.—The Missouri 
Supreme court today, in an opinion by Judge 
Burgess, decided the law requiring that free 
return transportation be given to shippers 
with each carload of live stock by the rail- 
roads of this state is unconstitutional, on 
the ground that it is a discrimination in 
rates against other shippers and in violation 
of the fourteenth amendment to the federal 
constitution, in that it takes property with- 
out due process of law. .
